A. Our Mediator was called Chriſt, becauſe he was 
anvinted with the Holy Ghoſt above meaſure, and fo, 
ſet apart, and fully furniſhed wich all authority and abi- 
lity to executethe Offices of Prophet, Prieſt,and Kin 
of his Church, in the eſtate,both of his Humiliation an 
Exaltation.

A, Chriſt executeth the Office of a Propher, in his

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Q. How doth Chreſt exetute the Office of a Prieff ? 

A. Chriſt executeth the Office of a Prieſt, in his once 
offering himſelf a Sacrifice without ſpot to God, to be 
a recofciliation for the (its of his people, and in making 
continual interceſſion for thern. 

Q. © How-doth Chrift execute the O ffire of a King > 

A, Chriſt executeth the Office of 2 King .in calling 
out of the world a people to himfelf, and giving them 
Officers, Laws and Cenſures,by which he vifibly governs 
them ; in beſtowing ſaving grace upon hiseleR, rewar- 
ding their obedience, and corre@ing them for their fins,

A. Chriſt humbled himſelf in hisdeath, inthat, ha- 
ving been betrayed by Ju4ss, forſakenby his Diſciples, 
ſcorned and rejected by the World; condemned by P#- 
late,and tormented by his perfecutors, having alfo con- 
flited with the terrours of death, and the powers of 
darkneſs, felt 2nd born the weight of Gods wrath ; he 
laid down his life and offering for fin, indoring the 
painful, ſhameful, and curſed ofthe Croſs. 

Q. #herein conſifted Chriſts bumiliation after hrs death? 
A. Chriſthumiliation after his death,confifted in hisbe- 
ing buried,and continued in the ſtate of the dead,and un- 
der the power of death til the third diy,which hath been 
otherwiſe expreſſed intheſe words he deſcended into Hel. 

. What was the eflate of Chriſis Exaltation ? 

A, The eſtateof Chriſts Fxaltation comprehendeth 
his ReſurreRion, Aſcenſion, Sitting at the right hand of 
the Father, and his coming again to judg the world. 

Q. How was Chriſt exalted inhis Reſuwrretion 2 

A, Chriſt was exalted in his ReſurreRion, in that,not 
having ſeen corruption in death,of which it was not poſ+ 
ſible for him to be held ; and having the very ſame body 
1n which he ſuffered, with the eſſential properties there- 
of, but wirhout mortality and other common 1nfirmi- 
ties belonging to this life, really united to his ſon!, he 
roſe again fromrhe dead the third day, by his own pow- 
er; whereby he declared himſelfro be the Sonof God,to.

A. Juſtifying Faith isa ſavinggrace, wrought inthe 
heart of a Sinner,by theSpirit and Word of God,where- 
by, he being convinced of his fin and miſery, and of the 
diſabiliry in himſelf and all orher creatures, to recover 
him out of his loſt condition, not onely aflenteth to the 
truth ofrhc promiſeof the Goſpell, but receiveth and 
reſteth upon Chriſt and his righteouſneſs, therein held 
forth for pardon of fin, and for the accepting and ac- 
counting of his perſon, righteous in the ſight of God for 
ſalvation. 

Q. How doth Faith ju #t ifie aSinner in the ſight of God? 

A, Faith juſtifies a Sinner in the ſight of God,not be- 
cauſe of thoſe other graces which do always accompany 
ir, orof good works that are the fruits of it» nor as if 
the grace of Faith, or any a thereof, were imputed ta 
him for his Juſtification;bur only as it is an Inſtrument, 
by which he receiveth and applyeth Chriſt and his righ- 
reouſneſs,

4A. Adoption is an a& of the free grace of God, in, 
and.for his only Son, Jeſus Chriſt, whereby, all thoſe 
that are juſtified, are received into the number ofſ.his 
cht{dren, have his Name put upon them, the Spirit of 
his Son givento chem, are under his fatherly care and 
diſpenfations, admitted ro all che Liberties and Privi- 
ledges of the Sons of God, made heires of all the promi- 
ſes, and fe[lpw- heires with Chriſt inglory. 
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Qs. What if Sanftification ? [en 

A. San&ification is a work of Gods grace, whereby 
they» whom God hath before the Foundation of the 
world, choſentobe holy,are in time, through the pow- 
erful operation of his Spirit, applying the death and 
reſurreftion of Chriſt unro them,renewed in their whole 
man afterthe Image of God; having the feeds of Repen- 
tance unto life, and of all other ſaving graces» put into 
their hearts, and thoſe graces fo ſtirred up, increaſed 
and Rrengthened) as that they more and more dye unts 
ſin, and riſe unto newneſs of life. 

Q. what i Repentazxce unto life > 

A. Repentance unto life, is a ſaving grace wrought 
in the heart of a finner,by the Spirit and Word of God, 
whereby, out of the ſight and ſenſe, not only of the dan- 
ger, bur alſo of the filthineſs and odiouſnels of his ſins, 
and upon the apprehenſion of Gods mercy in Chriſt to 
ſuch as are penitent, he ſogrieves for, and hates his fins, - 
as that he turns from them all ro God,purpoſing and en-

of new obedience. 

Q. whereindo Juſtification and Sanfificat ion differ 2 

A. Although SanRification be inſeparably joyned 
with Juſtification ; yet they differ, inthat, God in Ju- 
ſtification imputeth the righteouſneſs of Chriſt, in 
SanRification his Spirit infuſcth grace» and cnableth 
tothe exerciſe thereof; in the former fin is pardoned, in 
the other ir is ſubdued ; the one doth equally free all Be+ 
leevers from the revenging wrath of God, and that per- 
fealy inthis life, that they never fall into condemaati- 
on; the other is neither equal in all, nor inthis life per- 
fe in any, but growing up to perfection.

ſes of life are made, and bearing witneſs with their ſpi- 
rits, that they are the children of God, be infallibly affu- 
red that they are 1n the eftare of grace, and ſhal perſevere 
therein unto ſalvarion.

A. The Morall.Law is the Declaration ofthe wil of 
God to mankind, direting and binding every onets 
perſonal» perfeRt and perpetual conformity and obedi- 
encethereunto;in the frame and diſpoſition of the whoſe 
man,ſoul and body, and ia performance of all thoſe du- 
ties of holineſs and righteouſneſs, which he oweth to'

Q. 1s there any afeof the Morall Law to manſincethe 
fall> 

A, Although no man, fitice the fall, can attainto 
righreouſheſs and Iife by the Morall Law, yet there is 
greatuſethereof, as wel common to all men, as peculi-

Thatthe Law is perfe&, & bindeth every one to full con- 
ſormity in the whole man unto the righteouſnes thereof, 
and unto intire obedience,fot everzſo as,to require the ut- 
moſt perfetion of every duty, and to forbid the leaſt de- 
greeofevery fin. , 

Thatit is ſpirituall;and ſo,reacheth the Underſtanding, 
Will, AﬀeCtions, and all other goers of the ſouls, as 
well as words, workes, and geſty 

That one and the ſame thing, in divers reſpects, isrequi- 
red or forbidden in ſeverall Commandments. 

T bat, as, where a duty is commanded, the contrary fin is 
ſorbidden ; and, where a fin is forbidden, the contrary du- 
ty is commanded:ſo,where a promiſe is annexed, the con- 
trary threatning is included : andzwhere a threatning is an- 
nexed, the contrary promilſe is included. 

Thar, what God forbids, is at notime to be done, what 
he commands, js alwaies our duty, yet every particular du- 
ty ts not to be4done at all times. 

That,under one fin or duty,al of the fame kind are forbid. 
den or commanded,together with al the cauſes,means,oc- 
caſions,& appearances therof, & provocations thereunto.

A. The ſins forbidden in the firſt Commandeient, are, 
Atheiſme, in denying. or ror having a God; Idolatry in 
baving, or worſhipping more gods thenone,or afy with, or 
in ſtead of, the true God; the not having and ayouching 
him for God, andour God; the omiſſion or negle:t of any 
thing due to him required in this Commandemeat ; igno- 
rance, forgetſulneſle, miſapprehenſions, falſe opinions, un- 
worthy, and wicked thoughts of him, bold and curious 
ſearching ito his ſecrets ; all profaneſle, hatred of God, 
ſeif-love, ſelf-ſeeking, and all other inordinate and immo- 
derate ſetting of our minde, will, or affeRions, upon other 
things, and raking chem off from him in whole or inpart 
vain credulity, unbeliefe, herefie, misbeliefe, diſtruſt, de- 
ſpair, incorrigibleneſle, irſenſibleneſle under judgements, 
hardnefle of heart, pride, preſumption, carnall ſecurity, 
terhpting of God, uſing unlawfpll means, and truſting in 
lawfull means, carnall delights and joyes ; corrupt, blinde, 
and indiicreet z-ale; lakewarmneſle; and deadneſle in the 
things of God; eſtranging our ſelves,and apoſtatizing from 
God; praying or givingany religious worſhip to Saints,

menthe Lords of our faith and conſcience; lighting and 
deſpiſing God, and his Commands; reſiſting,andgrieving 
of his Spirir, diſcontent, and impatience at his diſpenſati- 
ons, ch;rgirg him fooliſhly tor the evils he inflits on us ;

Q. Hew @ the Word of God to be preached by theſe that are called 


A. They that are called to labour in the Miniſtry of- the 


Word, are to preach ſound doctrine , diligently, in ſeaſon , 


and out of ſeaſon; plainly , not-in the enticing words of 
mans wiſdom, but in demonſtration of the Spirit, and pow- 
er; faithfully, making known the wholecounſell of God ; 
wiſely applying themſelves to the necefſlities and capacities 
of the hearers; zealoully , with fervent love to God, and 
the ſouls of his people; lincerily , aiming at his gloty-anc 
their converſion, edification, and ſalvation. 

Q. What is required of thoſe that hear the Word preached ? 

A. Itis required of thoſe that hear the Word preached , 
that they attend upon it with diligence, preparation , and 
prayer; examine what they hear by the Scriptures ; receive 
the truth with faith, love, meeknefle and readinefle of mind, 
as the word of God; meditate, and confer of it ; hide in their 
hearts, and bring forth the fruit of it in their lives, 

Q. How doe the S acraments become effettuall meanes of ſalvation? 

A. The Sacraments become effeuall means of ſalvation 
not by any power in themſelves , or any vertue derived 
from the piety and intention of him by whom they are ad- 
miniſtred; but onely by the working of the holy Ghoſt , 
and the bleſſing of Chriſt by whom they areinſtituted. 


Q. What i a Sacrament ? 
A. A Sacrament is an holy Ordinance inſtituted by 


Chriſt in his Church, taggnie, ſeal, and exhibit unto thoſe 
that are within the covenant of grace, the benefits of his 
mediation; to ſtrengthen and increaſe their faith, and all 0- 


ther graces ; tooblige them to obedience; to teſtifie and 
- cheriſh

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cheriſh their love and communion one with another ;.andl 


to diſtinguiſh them from thoſe that are without, 

Q. What are the parts of a Sacrament ? 

A. The parts of a Sacrament are two, the one an out- 
ward and ſenſible ſigne, uſed according to Chriſts own ap- 
pointment 3,the other an inward and fpirituall grace there- 
by ſigned, 

- Q. How many Sicrammnts hath Chriſt inſlituted in bi Church 
wader the New Teſtament ? | 

A. Under the New Teſtament Chriſt hath inſtituted in 
his Church onely two Sacraments ;. Baptiſm, and the Lorde 
Supper. IE 

Q. What & Baptiſme? * 

A. Baptiſm is a Sacrament of the New Teſtament, where- 
in Chriſt hath ordained the waſhing with water,in the Name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, to be 
a figne and ſeal of 1ografting into himſelf, of rennfſion of 
fins by his bloud, and Regeneration by his Spirit, of Adop- 
tion , and reſurrection unto everlaſting life, and whereby 
the parties baptized are ſolemnly admitted into the viſible 
Church, and enter into an open and profeſſed engagement 


© to be wholly and onely the Lords, 


Q. Unto whom is B optiſms to be adminiſtred ? 

A Baptiſm is not to be adminiſtred to any that are out 
of the yiſible Church, and fo ſtrarfgers from the covenant of 
promiſe, till they profeſle their faith in Chriſt, and obedi- 
ence to him : but infants deſcending from parents, either 
both, or but one of them profeſſing faith in Chriſt, and obe- 


dience to him, are in that reſpe& within the covenant, and 


to be baptized, 
Q. How ts our Baptiſm to be improved by us ? 
A. Theneedfull but much neglected duty of improving 
our Baptiſm is to be performed by us all our iife long ; _ 
cially 


em 
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cially in the time of temptation, and when we are prefent at 
the adminiſtration of it to others ; by ſerious and thankfull 
conſideration of the nature of it, and 6f the ends for which 
Chriſt inſtituted it, tke priviledges and benefits conferred 


and ſealed thereby, and our ſolemn vow made therein ; by 


being humbled for our (infull defilement, our falling ſhort 
of, and walking contrary to the grace of Baptiſm and our 
mgagements; by growing up to affurance of pardon of fin, 


. andof all other bleflings ſealed to us in that Sacrament ; by 


drawing ſtrength from the death and reſurrection of Chriſt, 
into whom we are baptized, for the mortifying of fin, and 
quickening of grace ; and by endeavouring to lve by faith, 
to have our converſation in holineſſe and righteouſneſle, as 
thoſe that have therein given up their names to Chriſt, and 
to walk in brotherly love, as being baptized by the ſame 
Spirit into one body. 

Q. ' Wat is the Lords Supper ? 

A. The Lords Supper is a Sacrament of the New Teſta- 
ment, wherein, by giving and receiving bread and Wine, 
according to the appointment of Jeſus Chriſt, his death.is 
ſhewed forth, and they that woarthily communicate, feed up- 
on his body and bloud, to their ſpirituall nouriſhment and 
growth in grace, have their union and communion with him: 
confirmed,teſtifie and renew their thankfulneſſe and ingage- 
ment to God, and their mutuall love and fellowſhip each 
with other, as members of the ſame myſticall body. 

Q. How hath Chriſt appointed Bread and Wine to be given and 
received inthe Sacrament of the Lords Supper ? 

A, Chriſt hath appointed the Miniſters of his Word in 
the adminiſtration of the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, 
to ſet apart the Bread and Wine fromcommon uſe, by the 
word of inſtitution, —— and prayer, to take and 
break the bread, and'to give both the Bread and the Wine 

to 


= ) 
- tothe-communicants ,, who are , by the ſame appointment; 


totake,.and eat the Bread, and to drink the Wine, in thank- - 


full remembrance that the Body of Chriſt was broken and- 
given, and his Bloud-ſhed for them. 4 

Q. Hew doe they that worthily communicate in the Lords Supper, 
feed npon the Body and Blond of Chrift therein ? 

A. As the Body and Bloud of Chriſt are not corporally or 
carnally preſent in, with,or under the Bread and Wine in the 
Lords h pper; and yet are ſpiritually preſent to the faith of 
the Receiver, no leſle truly and really then the elements 
themſelves are to their outward ſenſes : ſothey that worthi- 
ly communicate in the Sacrament of the Lords Supper , do 
therein feed upon the Body and Bloud of Chriſt, not after a 
corporall or carnal], but in a ſpirituall manner; yet truly and 
really , while by faith they receive and apply unto them- 
ſelves Chriſt crucified, and all the benefits of his death. 

Q. How are they that receive the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, 
to prepare themſelves beferethey come untoit ? | 

A. They that receive the Sacrament of the Lords Sup- 
per, are, before they come, to prepare themſelves there- 
unto, by examining themſelves of their being in Chriſt, of 
their ſins, and wants, of the truth and meaſure of their, 
knowledge, faith, repentance, love to God and the bre- 
thren, charity to all men, forgiving thoſe that have done 
them wrong ; of their deſires after Chnit, and of their new 
obedience; and by renewing the exerciſe of theſe graces, 
by ſerious meditation, and fervent prayer. 

Q- Hay one who doubreth of bis being in Chrift, or of his duc 
preparation , come to the Lords Supper ? | 

A. One who doubteth of his being in Chriſt, or of his 
due preparation tothe Sacrament of the Lords Supper, may 
have true intereſt in Chriſt, though he be not yet aſſured 
thereof; and in Gods account hath it, it he be duly affe&ted 


with

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with the apprehenſion of ba. want of it , and unfainedly de-" 
fires tbe found in Chriſt, and todepart from iniquity : in 
which caſe6becauſe promiſes are made, and this Sacrament 
is appointed for the relict even of weak and duubting Chri- 
ſtians ) he is to bewail his unbelief, and labour to have his 
doubts reſolved,and ſo doing he may and ought to come une 
to the Lords Supper, that he may be further irengthened. 

Q. Hay any who profe(ſe the faith, and deſire to come to the Lords 
Supper, be kept from it ? 

A. Such as are found to be ignorant, or ſcandalous, not- 
withſtanding their profeſſion of the faith, and defire to come 
to the Lords Supper, may and ought to be kept from that 
Sacrament by the power which Chriſt hath left in his 
Church, untillthey receive inſtruction , and manifeſt their 
reformation, | | 

Q. What i requirgd of they that receive the Sucrament of the 
Lords Supper in the time of the adminiſtration of it ? 

A. Ir 15 required of them that receive the Sacrament of 
the Lords Supper, that during the time of the adminiſtra- 
tion of it, with all holy reverenceand attention they wait 
upon Godin that Ordinance, diligently obſerve the Sacra- 
mental elements and actions, heedfully diſcern the LordsBo- 


' dy, andaffeCtionately meditate on his death and ſufferings, 


and therby ſtir up themſelves to a vigorous exerciſe of their 
graces, in judging themſelves, and ſorrowing for lin, in ear- 
neſt hungering and thirſting after Chriſt, feeding on him by 
faith, receiving of his fulneſle, truſting in his merits, rejoy- 
cing in his love, giving thanks for his grace, in renewing of 
their Covenant with God, andlove to all the Saints, 

Q. What « the duty of Chriſtians after they have received the Sa- 
crament of the Lords Supper ? | 

' 4, The duty of id riſtians after they have received the 
Sacrament of the Lords Supper, is, ſeriouſly to conſider how

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they have behaved themſelves 708 , and with what ſuc- 
cello, if the finde quickening and comfort, to bleſſe God for 
it, beg the continuance of it, watch againſt relapſes, fulfill 
their vows, and encourage themſelves to a frequent arten- 
dance on that Ordinance : but if they finde no preſent be- 
nefit, more exattly to renew their preparation to, and car- 
riage at the Sacrament ; in both which if they can approve 
themſelves to God and their own conſciences, they are to 
wait for the fruit of it in due time ; but if they ſee they have 
failed in either, they are to be humbled, and to attend upon 
it afterward with more care and diligence. 

Q. Wherein do the Sacraments of Baptiſm and the Lords Supper 
acree ? 

: A. The Sacraments of Baptiſm and the Lords Supper a- 
gree, in that the Authour of both is God, the fpirituall part 
of both 1s in Chriſt and his benefits, both are ſeales of the 
ſame Covenant, areto be diſpenſed by Miniſters of the Go- 
{pel,and by none other,and to be continued in the Church of 
Chriſt untill his ſecond coming. 

Q. Wherein do the Sacraments of Baptiſme and the Lords Sup- 
per differ 2 
A. The Sacraments of Baptiſm and the Lords Supper 
differ, in that Baptiſm is to be adminiſtred but once, with 
water, tobe a ſigne and ſeal of our regeneration and ingraft- 
mg into Chriſt, and that even to infants: whereas the 
Lords Supper is to be adminiſtred often, m the Elements of 
bread and wine, to reprefent and exhibit Chriſt as ſpirituall 
nouriſhment to the ſoul, and to confirm our continuance 
and growth in him,and that onely to ſuch as are of yeers and 
abyity to examine themſelves. 

Q. What i Prayer ? | 

A. Prayer is an offering up of our deſires unto God,jin the 
Name of Chriſt, by the help of his Spirit, with confeffion 

| of 
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of our fins, and thankful B29. lgement of his mercies. / 

Q. Are wee to pray unto God onely ? 

A. God onely being able to ſearch the hearts, hear the 
requeſts, pardon the fins, and fulfil the deſires of all, and on- 
ly to be beheved in, and worſhipped with religious worſhip, 
prayer, which is a ſpeciall part thereof, is to c made by all / 
to him alone, and to none other. 

Q. What i it to pray in the Name of Chriſt ? 

A. To pray in the Name of Chriſt, is, in obedience to his 
command, and in confidence on his promiſes, to ask mercy 
for his ſake, not by bare mentioning of his Name, but by 
drawing our incouragement to pray, and our boldnefle, 
ſtrength, and hope of acceptance in prayer, from Chriſt and 


- his mediation. 


Q. Why are we to pray in the Name of Chriſt ? 

A. The linfulneſſe of man, and his diſtance from God 
by reaſon thereof being ſo great, as that we can have no ac- 
ceſle into his preſence without a Mediatour; and there be- 
ing none in heaven or earth appointed to, or hit for that glo- 
rious work but Chriſt alone 3 wee are to pray in no other 
Name but his onely. 

Q. How doth the Spirit a ws to pray ? 

A. Wee not knowing what to pray for as wee ought, the 
Spirit helpeth our infirmities, by inabling us tv underſtand 
both for whom, and what, and how prayer is to be made; 
and by working and quickning in our hearts (although not 
in all perſons, nor at all times in the ſame meaſure) thoſe 
apprehenfions, affections, and graces which are requiſite for 
the right performance of that duty. : 


Q. For whom are we to pray ? 
A. Weeare to pray for the whole Church cf Chriſt up. 


on earth, for Magiſtrates and Miniſters, for our ſelves, our 


brethren, yea, our enemies, and for all ſorts of men living, 
G 2 or 
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er that ſhall live $1 BS on not for the dead, nor for 
thoſe that are known to have ſinned the fin unto death, 

Q. For what things are we 10 pray ? 

A. We are to pray for all things tending to the glory of 
God, the ivclfare of the Church, ourown or others good , 
but not for any thing that is unlawfull. 

Q. How are we to pray ? 

A, We are to pray with an awfull apprehenſion of the 
Majeſty of God, and deep ſenſe of our own unworthineſle, 
neceſlities, and fins ; with penitent, thankfull, and inlarged 


- hearts 3 with underſtanding, faith, - 429997 fervency, love, 


and perſeverance, waiting upon him wit 
fion to his will. 


'Q. What rule hath God given for our direfion in the duty of 
ayer ? m 

c A. The whole Word of God is of uſe to direct usin the 
duty of praying ; but the ſpeciall rule of direction is that 


humble ſubmiſ- 


form of prayer which our Saviour Chriſt taught his Diſci- 


ples, commonly called the Lords Prayer. 


. © Q. Hows the Lords Prayer to be uſed? 


A. The Lords Prayer is fiot onely for direCtion, as a pat- 
tern according to which we are to make other prayers ; 
but may alſo be uſed as a prayer, ſo that it be done with un- 
derſtanding, faith, reverence, and other graces neceſflary to 
the Tight performance of the duty of prayer. 

| Q. Of how many parts doth the Lords Prayer conſiſt ? 
' 4. The Lords Prayer confiſts of three parts, a Preface, 
Peritions, and a Conchufion. = 
Q. What doth the Preface of the Lryds Prayer teach us ? 
A. The Preface of the Lords Prayer, contained in thefe 
words [ Our Father which art in Yeaven)] teacheth ug, when we
